The acting police chief has stated that 
several rifles have been seized from juven- 
iles in the past several weeks, and the 
offenders have been called to court. 

Surely the legal advisers to the police 
department can suggest some more drastic 
action at law than this. Surely parents who 
permit their children to lay their hands on 
dangerous weapons must have some re- 
sponsibility in the matter. 

With every radio blaring out crime 
dramas and weaving romance out of haz- 
ardous and irregular exploits, a mere trip 
to juvenile court is not enough to convince 
adventurous youths that they are engaged 
in an anti-social] operation when they play

Department of Fine Arts 


The appointment of a professor of 
music in the University’s new department 
of fine arts will undoubtedly be reflected 
in the cultural progress of the entire prov- 
ince. 

The department of fine arts, now in 
course of formation, was primarily design- 
ed to train teachers for the new curriculum 
of the department of education which in- 
cludes music, art and drama. Every facil- 
ity, therefore, exists for filtering this new 
cultural impetus down through every 
stratum of Alberta society. In other words, 
Alberta's educational system has taken on 
a new cultural significance which will en- 
rich the lives, eventually, of every resident 
of the province. 

There is a current misapprehension 
about what is designated as culture. There 
is a sort of feeling that culture is a luxury 
reserved for the wealthy which serves to 
mark out the lines of an iniquitous class 
system. 

Nothing could be more wrong. Culture 
is merely the capacity for living a richer 
and fuller life. And the farm boy is quite 
as entitled to acquire that capacity as any 
son of the rich. 

The widening influence of fine arts in 
Alberta is an encouraging forward step in 
the enlargement of our democracy.

Coming to Sweden today is like 
taking a trip right back into the 
boom days of 1928., 

On the surface the country is so 
normal and so fiercely prosperous 
that it is shocking. The people 
look well-fed and well-dressed and 
Stockholm is its lovely eld self, than 


which there is nothing much love- 


lier. 
The same pale-blue street cars 


swing around Tegelbacken, Gusta- 
vadolphstorg and Stureplan. The 
selfsame steamers live in front of 
the Grand Hotel waiting to take 
travellers out to the island resorts 
|of the Skaergarrden. 

The same fishermen ply their dip 
nets in the fast-flowing Stroem- 
men and gaping crowds still line 
the nearby parapets waiting for 
them to catch something. 

Nordiska Kompaniet, which rates 
tas one of the finest department 
stores in the world, is jammed full 
of things that you can't buy any- 
where eise in Europe, barring pos- 
sibly Switzerland. Gold, silver and 
pewterware shine in the shop win- 
dows and the clerks are as polite 
as they ever were 

You can get a taxi and the tele- 
| phones work, something that just 
doesnt happen elsewhere in the 
Europe of 1945. 

This is the surface picture of 
Sweden and it is a true one to

Sweden has a natural superiority 
complex based upon the natural 
wealth of the country, the mag- 
nificent manner in which the 
| Swedes have exploited that natural 
wealth, and the fact that as a race 
the Swedes unquestionably are su- 
perior mentally and physically to 
most other peoples of this world. 


Today this superiority complex 
is badly scrambled with a tempor- 
ary, but potent, inferiority com- 
plex growing out of the fact that 
Sweden was a neutral in a world 
and at a time when decent-minded 


people, as individuals, could not 
be neutral. 
Sweden's wartime position can 


be explained *away, but 
Swedes—and that means most of 
the Swedes who count—will not 
forget that Sweden allowed Ger- 
man troops to cross its boundaries 
bound for Norway. The fact that 
Sweden three times refused the 
Germans transit while “active hos- 
tities” lasted does not erase the 
fact that the’ Germans crossed 
Swedish territory while the Nor- 


wegians were being tossed into 
Grinni, Moellergaten 19 and other 
Gestapo dens

Moveable kidney very seldom 
occurs in the plump patient as the 
abdominal fat will tend to float the 
upward; however in the 
underweight patient, especially the | 
one with weak and flabby muscles 
one of the kidneys may be sinking | 


too low 
Generally, when one kidney is} 
found to be too low, the patient | 


will be helped by going to bed for 
two or three weeks, keeping the 
hips slightly elevated and while in 
this position, doing all of the dif- 
ferent exercises which develop the 
abdominal muscles. It is a good 
plan to take a milk diet at this | 
time, uring as much as five or six 
quarts of milk daily. This will keep | 
the intestines filled out, and to- 
gether with the fat which accumu- 
lates around the intestines, will as- 
sist in raising the kidney higher. I 
do not advise that the milk diet be 
used unless the patient is also will- 
ing to take the exercises. 

If the patient is unable to rest in 
bed, it is better to stay on a well- 
balanced diet and to get the slower | 
results from exercising.
